1 . This office action is responsive to the after-final amendment filed on July 28, 
2008. Claims 1-14 are pending in the application and have been examined by the 
Examiner.

3. The rejection of claims 1-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is hereby 
removed in view of Applicant's response.

4. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The prior art of record does not teach nor reasonably suggest, as a whole, a 
portable camera including a digital image capture device for capturing a digital image, a 
display for displaying at least the digital image, a script input means for receiving 
program script, said script input means including a card reader for optically reading the 
program script printed as an array of dots on a surface of a portable card, a 
programming language interpreter for manipulating the digital image in accordance with 
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Art Unit: 2622 

instructions contained in the program script, and an inbuilt printer for printing the digital 
image after manipulation by the programming language interpreter, as recited in claim 
1. 

7. Claims 2-1 4 are allowed as depending from claim 1 .
